South McAlester. I. T. March 
2th—Forty-two thousand paten I 
to land* in 
the Choctaw 
and 
Chickasaw Nations are lying in 
the vaults of the Commission to 
the Five Civilized tribes at Mus­ 
kogee, duly executed by the gov­ 
ernors of the two nations, approv­ 
ed by the secretary of the interior 
and ready for delivery. 
The commission is holding them 
under instructions from the sec­ 
retary of the interior aud the 
tribal officials claith that the sec­ 
retary is delaying action in hope 
of getting authority from con­ 
gress to take the delivery of these 
deed's entirely out of the hands 
of the governors of the tribes, and 
have tile work done by govern­ 
ment officials. 
The patents have been a bone 
of contention between Secretary 
Hitchcock and the Indian gover 
nors for over a year. 
The Curtis bill, as now pend­ 
ing, 
provides 
thai the 
deeds 
“shall be delivered under the di­ 
rection of the Secretary of the 
Interior to the party entitled ut 
receive the same," and if this 
clause becomes a law, a? it prod* 
ably will in a short time, it will 
do away with all claim on the 
part of the governors to the right 


of making the 
delivery 
them ­ 
selves.

Muskogee, I. T., March 26.— 
When the senate and house pass 
the Curtis Indiah bill as reported 
by the conferees there will be 
something doing in Indian terri­ 
tory. 
The bill provides that all child­ 
ren who have not been enrolled 
and 
who were 
born prior to 
March 4, 1900, and were living at 
that time, shall be admitted to 
the rolls and given allotments. 
Acting Commission Beall stated 
that as closely as it could be ap­ 
proximated this would admit 12;- 
000 babies to the rolls. 
The task 
of enrolling 
and alloting the*e 
babies will require an additional 
force of nearly one hundred men 
on 
the 
Dawes 
Commission. 
There will be ten or twelve field 
parties put out in the Cherokee, 
Creek, Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations just a* soon as the law 
becomes effective, for the purpose 
of finding and 
enrolling these 
babies. 
This means that there 
will have to he a largely increased j 
force in the office of the commis­ 
sion to take care of the extra! 
work. 
I liese tield parties will 
have 
lots of hard and diplomatic 
work to do. 
VV hen it comes to! 
rounding up full blood 
Indians! 
and getting data on the number : 
of babies born prior to March 4, I 
and the Indians themselves cai.-! 
not talk English and don’t want ! 
the land given either to them 
selves or their children, the task 
is a hard one. 
Deeds will not have to be sign­ 
ed by the Indian chiefs, if the 
secretary of the interior prefers 
to have them signed by his own 
order and this will relieve a con­ 
dition that has heretofore given a 
vast amount bf trouble. 
Practi­ 
cally every power is stripped 
from the Indian chiefs and their 
councils except 
they are given 
power to make a motion to ad­ 


journ whenever they feel like it. 
This motion does not have to be 
approved by the secretary of the 
interior. 
The power of the sec 
retary even goes so far that he 
may summarily depose any chief 
whom he thinks is not progres 
sive enough or whose methods do 
not *uit the secretary. 
Every town in Indian territory 
will attem pt to exploit the fact 
that the restrictions will be off! 
and 
that Indian land 
can 
be; 
bought freely after the first of 
July, and an effort will be made 
to start a trem endous im m igra­ 
tion thi- way at once.

A Plain Proposition. 
RESENT 
road 
conditions 
compel 
farmers 
to rush 
their grain to market as 
soon as harvested, when 
the roads are at their best, 
since by waiting a con­ 
venient time they may not get there at 
all because of bad roads. 
This natur­ 
ally congests the m arket forcing low 
prices, to the great detriment of the 
producer and without appreciable ben­ 
efit to the consumer, because the aver­ 
age family in town or city buys only 
in small quantity at one time, say a 
day’s or a week’s supply. 
What is 
the result? 
The speculator, finding 
prices low and knowlog that in a little 
while the bad roads season will be on. 
when competing products will be kept 
front the trade centres, buys tip the 
surplus and stores it awny for the 
day of necessity when he can demand 
and receive his own price for his hold 
lugs—the stuff for which men toil. 
which they are compelled to have at 
whatever t*ost. 
Ami when the citizen 
in towns—the mechanic and operative 
of the shops and factories—is forced 
in winter and spring to pay exorbitant 
prices for those articles of household 
necessity which went begging for buy­ 
ers at low prices the preceding fall, he 
figures the increased cost of living in 
comparison, and grows restless and 
discontented, and is easily led into 
strikes and other labor disturbances 
that ave so disastrous to tin* business 
of the country and so prolific of other 
hurtful consequences. This, of course, 
is not all that enters into strike causes, 
but it contributes a full share. 
It Is a perfectly plain proposition 
that the continuous, orderly opera­ 
tion of industrial business depends 
on 
measurably contented employes; 
that men are never, aud never con be 
contented when the cost of living is 
above their earning capacity; and that 
prices of foodstuffs front the farm 
would Im* always at a decent living 
level to all concerned if the country 
had system at lea fly improved highways 
over which fainters could travel to 
market any day in the year. 
These 
farmers would 
then 
realize better 
prices for their products than they do 
now. at less cost for marketing, and 
still be able to sell to all classes of con­ 
sumers at lower prices than are forced 
by speculators in the bad reads season. 
Again: 
The farmer, the mainstay 
and dependence of the Republic in 
every emergency, feels that his sub­ 
stance is annually swallowed tip in the 
unhappy conditions that deny him rea­ 
sonable market communication at his 
best time to sell. 
Ile is discontented 
when remembering that he pays about 
sixty eight per cent, of all the taxes, 
and yet receives no direct considera­ 
tion tit the hands of tile Government. 
while unnumbered millions have been 
given from the National treasury to 
better conditions everywhere except 
ii non the farm. The man who digs out 
of the soil that 
which sustains all 
progress and prosperity knows that 
while Government aid lins been lav­ 
ished upon Railroads and ocean-going 
commerce, not one dollar, since the con­ 
struction of the old Cumberland road. 
lins been 
expended 
by 
the 
United 
St ates to facilitate commerce between 
tho farm and market. Tim more than 
four hundred million dollar* which 
Ila vc been given to river and harbor 
improvement went out of the Treasury 
on the theory that the improvement of 
tran sp iratio n facilities is a matter of 
vital public concern. 
The theory is 
correct, and it carries with it the in­ 
dorsement of Government aid in the 
improvement of wagon roads, because 
these are the primary and therefore 
the most important transportation lines 
in our system. While it i* undeniable 
that the influence of public schools, lite 
press, the pulpit, and other Institutions 
marks the progress of civilization, yet 
all these are more or less dependent 
upon the facilities of intercourse be 
tween the people. 4?ood roads through 
the country wonld do much to relieve 
the congestion of population In great 
cities, and thus the social fabric would 
be strengthened, because rural life is 
conducive to the highest moral stand­ 
ards. whereas in crowded city tene­ 
ments vice rims riot with its malign 
influence.—Collier’s Weekly. 


A LIFE STORY. 


Power of Fo«t<»ft1rn Departmttnt. 
The excellence of European roads 
binit under military authority, with 
special reference to the exigencies of 
military operations, has served greatly 
the convenience of cyclists and auto­ 
mobilists. 
There are few "military 
roads” in the United States, but the 
Postoffice 
Depart .lieut 
is 
improving 
many country roads, and its power to 
improve them further lins been shown 
in a Suggestion made by Postmaster- 
General Cortelyon in his report, as 
follows: 
“The requirement precedent to the es­ 
tablishment of rural delivery shall he 
a possible patronage of ltsi families on 
a standard route of twenty-four mi’e.*: 
that the roads be kept iii good cond! 
Hon. unobstructed by gates, and with 
all streams fordable at all seasons of 
the year.” 
It is a familiar saying that “what 
Uncle Sam tines is well done.” 
The 
demand by the Postoffice Department 
as a requirement for ryral free deliv­ 
ery that 30.0(H) roads shall he kept in 
good <*onditlon is coupled with the con­ 
dition that if these roads fall below the 
required standard the delivery of let­ 
ters upon that line will be suspended. 
The adoption of such a policy would 
be of incalculable benefit to thousands 
of persons in many parts of the coun­ 
try. and in harmony with tile ‘'good 
roads*’ legislation adopted by ninny 
States.-N ew York Sun.

WILL HAVE TO FIND AND 


ENROLL 12,000 PAPOOSES 


Muskogee, I. T., March 26.— 


When the senate and house pass 
the Curtis Indian bill as reported 
by the. conferees there will be 
something doing in Indian terri 
torv. 


The bill provides that all child- 


ren who have not been enrolled 
and who were born prior to 
March 4, 1906, and were living at 
that time, shall be admitted to 
the rolls and given allotments. 
Acting Commission Beall stated 
that as closely as it could be ap- 
proximated this would admit 12;- 
000 babies to the rolls. The task 
of enrolling 
and alloting these 


babies will require an additional 
force of nearly one hundred men 
on 
the 
Dawes 
Commission. 


There will be ten or twelve field 
parties put out in the Cherokee, 
Creek, Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations just as soon as the law 
becomes effective, for the purpose 
of finding and enrolling these 
?nbies. This means that there 
will have to be a largely increased 
force in the ofHce of the commis- 
sion to take care of the extra 
work. These field parties will 
jave lots of hard and diplomatic 
work to do. 
When it comes to 


rounding up full blood Indians 
nd getting data on the numbei 
of babies born prior to March 4, 
nd the Indians themselves can- 
not talk English and don't want 
he land given either to them 
selves or their children, the task 
s a hard one. 


Deeds will not have to be sign- 


ed by the Indian chiefs, if the 
secretary of the interior prefers 
x> have them signed by his own 
order and this will relieve a coa- 
lition that has heretofore given a 
ast amount of trouble. 
Practi- 


cally every power is stripped 
rom the Indian chiefs and their 
3ouncila except they are given 
power to make a motion to ad- 


journ whenever they feel like it. 
This motion does not have to be 
approved by the secretary of the 
interior. 
< The power of the sec 


retary even goes so far that he 
may summarily depose any chief 
whom he thinks is not progres 
sive enough or whose methods do 
not suit the secretary. 


Every town in Indian territory 


will attempt to exploit the fact 
that the restrictions will be off 
and that Indian land can be 
bought freely after the first of 
Jnly, and an effort will be made 
to start a tremendous immigra- 
tion thi-. way at once.

which they arc compelled to have at 
whatever cost. And when/the. citizen 
in towns—the mechanic and operative 
of the shops and factories—is forced 
in winter nnd spring to pay exorbitant 
prices for those articles of household 
necessity which went begging for buy- 
ers at low prices the preceding fall, he 
figures tho increased cost of living in 
comparison, and grows restless and 
discontented, and is easily led into 
strikes and other labor disturbances 
that are so disastrous to the business 
of the country and so prolific of other 
hurtful consequences. This, of course, 
is not all that enters into strike causes, 
but II contributes a full share. 


It is a perfectly plain proposition 


that the continuous, ordeny opera- 
tion of industrial business depends 
on measurably contented employes; 
thnt men are never, aud never can be 
contented when the cost of living Is 
ubo\o their earning capacity; and that 
prices of foodstuffs from the farm 
would be always at a deceut living 
level to all concerned if the country 
had systematically improved highways 
over which farmers could travel to 
market any day in the year. These 
farmers would 
then 
realize better 


prices for their products than they do 
now. at less cost for marketing, and 
still be able to sell to all classes of con- 
sumers.at lower prioo.s tlyin arc forced 
by speculators in the bad roads season. 


Again: 
The farmer, the mainstay 


and dependence of the Republic in 
every emergency, feels that his sub- 
stance Is annually swallowed up in the 
unhappy conditions that deny him rea- 
sonable market communication at hl« 
best time to sell. Ho is discontented 
when remembering that he pays about 
sixty-eight per cent, of ail the taxes, 
and yet receives no direct considera- 
tion at the hands of the Government, 
while unnumbered millions have been 
given from the- National treasury to 
better conditions everywhere except 
noon the farm. Tbe man who digs out 
of the soil that which sustains all 
progress nnd prosperity knows that 
while Government aid has been lav- 
ished upon 'railroads and ocean-goinjr 
commerce, not one dollar, since the con- 
struction of the old Cumberland road, 
has been expended 
by the United 


States to facilitate commerce between 
the farm and market. The more than 
four hundred million dollars which 
have been given to vlvor and harbor 
improvement went out of the Treasury 
on the theory that the improvement of 
transportation facilities is a matter.of 
vital public concern. 
The theory is 


correct, and it carries with it the in- 
dorsement of Government aid in the 
improvement of wagon roads, because 
these are the primary and therefore 
the most important transportation lines 
In our system. While it is undeniable 
that the influence of public schools, the 
press, the pulpit, and other institutions 
marks the progress of civilisation, yet 
all these are more or less dependent 
upon the facilities of intercourse be- 
tween thp people. Good roads through 
tho country would do much to relieve 
thp congestion of population in great 
cities, and thus tbe social fabric would 
be strengthened, because rural- life is 
conducive to the highest moral stand- 
ards, whereas in crowded city tene- 
ments vice runs riot with its malign 
influence.— Collier's Weekly. 


Powrr of FoUufllnft l>ci»i»ru«i«nt. 


The excellence of Kuropean roads 


built under military authority, with 
special reference to the exigencies of 
military operations, has served greatly 
thp convenience of cyclists and auto- 
tnsblllsts. 
There are few "military 


roads'* in the United States, but the 
PostotHee Depart meut is improving 
many country roads, and its power to 
improve them further has been shown 
In a suggestion made by Postmaster- 
General Cortelyou in his report, as 
follows: 
, 


"The requirement precedent t<1 the es- 


tablishment of rural delivery shall be 
a possible patronage of 100 families on 
a standard route of twenty-four inl'e«; 
that the roads b" kept in good condi- 
tion, unobstructed by gates, and with 
all streams fordable at all seasons of 
the year." 


It Is a familiar saying that "what 


Uncle Sam does is well done." 
The 


demand by the PostofWeu Department 
as'a requirement for rural free deliv- 
ery that 30,000 roads shall be kept in 
good condition is coupled with the con- 
dition that if these roads fall below tbe 
required standard the delivery of loi- 
ters upon that line will be suspended. 
Tbe adoption of such a policy would 
be of Incalculable beiiellt to thousands 
of persons in many parts of the coun- 
try, and In harmony with ihp "goo.l 
roads'1 legislation "adopted by nmny 
States.-New York Sun.

WILL HAVE TO FIND AND 


ENROLL 12,000 PAPOOSES 


Muskogee, I. T., March 2£.— 


When the senate and house pass 
the Curtis Indian bill as reported 
by the,conferees there will be 
something doing in Indian terri 
tory. 


The bill provides that all child- 


ren who have not been enrolled 
and who were born prior to 
March 4, 1906, and were living at 
that time, shall be admitted to 
the rolls and given allotments. 
Acting Commission Beall stated 
that as closely as it could be ap- 
proximated this would admit 12;- 
000 babies to the rolls. The task 
of enrolling and alloting these 
babies will require an additional 
force of nearly one hundred men 
on 
the 
Dawes 
Commission. 


There will be ten or twelve field 
parties put out in the Cherokee, 
Creek, Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations just as soon as the law 
becomes effective, for the purpose 
of finding and enrolling these 
babies. This means that there 
will have to be a largely increased 
brce in the ofiiee of the commis- 
sion to take care of the extra 
work. These field parties will 
have lots of hard and diplomatic 
work to do. 
When it comes to 


rounding up full blood Indians 
ind getting data on the numbei 
f babies born prior to March 4, 


and the Indians themselves can- 
not talk English and don't want 
he land given either to them 
elves or their children, the task 
s a hard one. 


Deeds will not have to be sign- 


d by the Indian chiefs, if the 
ecretary of the interior prefers 
to have them signed by his own 
rder and this will relieve a con- 
ition that has heretofore given a 
ast amount of trouble. 
Practi- 


ally every power is stripped 
rom the Indian chiefs and their 
jouncils except they are given 
sower to make a motion to ad- 


journ whenever they feel like it. 
This motion does not have to be 
approved by the secretary of the 
interior. 
< The power of the sec 


retary even goes so far that he 
may summarily depose any chief 
whom he thinks is not progres 
sive enough or whose methods do 
not suit the secretary. 


Every town in Indian territory 


will attempt to exploit the fact 
that the restrictions will be off 
and that Indian land can be 
bought freely after the first of 
July, and an effort will be made 
to start a tremendous immigra- 
tion thi-. way at once.

A Plain Proposition. 


HBSBNT road 
condittonjj, 


compel farmer* to rush 
their grain to market as 
soon as. harvested, When 
the roads are at their best, 
since by waiting a con- 


venient time they may not get there at 
till because of bad roads. This natur- 
ally congests the market, forcing low 
prices, to the great detriment' of tbe 
producer and without appreciable ben- 
efit to tbe consumer, because the avor- 
"ngc family in town or city buys only 
in small quantity at one time, say n 
day's or a week's supply. • What it 
the result? 
The speculator, finding 


prices low and knowing that in n, little 
while the bad roads season will be on, 
when competing products will be kept 
from the trade centres, buys up the 
surplus nnd store* it away for the 
day of necessity when he can demand 
nnd receive bis own price for bis hold 
ings—the stun* for which men toll, 
which they arc compelled to have at 
.whatever cost. And wheu-tbfi citizen 
In towns—the mechanic and operative 
of the shops nnd factories—is forced 
in winter and spring to pay exorbitant 
prices for those articles of household 
necessity which went begging for buy- 
ers at low prices the preceding full, he 
figures tho Increased cost o£ living in 
comparison, und grows rostloss nnd 
discontented, nnd is easily led into 
strikes and other labor disturbances 
that are so dleastrous to the business 
of the country nnd so prolific of Other 
hurtful consequences. This, of course, 
Is not nil that enters into strike causes, 
but it contributes a full share. 


It Is a perfectly plain proposition 


that the continuous, oniony opera- 
tion of Industrial business depends 
on measurably fontonlod employes; 
that men aro never, and never can be 
contented when the cost of living is 
ubo\o their earning capacity; nnd that 
prices of foodstuffs from the farm 
would be always nt a decent living 
level to nil concerned If the country 
had systematically improved highways 
over which farmers could travel to 
market nny dny in the year. Those 
farmers would 
then 
rcnlize better 


prices for their products than they do 
now. at less cost for marketing, and 
still bo able to sell to all classes of con- 
Burners,at lower prices tlym are forced 
by speculators In the bad roads season. 


Again: 
The farmer, tho mainstay 


nnd dependence of the Republic in 
every emergency, foels that his sub- 
stance Is nnnuallj swallowed up in the 
unhappy conditions that deny him rea- 
sonable mnrkot communication at hi« 
best time- to sell. Ho is discontented 
when remembering that ho pnys about 
sixty-eight per cent, of nil the taxes, 
and yet receives no direct considera- 
tion nt the hand-; of the Government, 
whllo unnumbered millions have been 
given from tlie National treasury to 
better conditions everywhere except 
upon the farm. Tbe man who digs out 
of the soil that which 
ctiKfalns all 


progress and prosperity knows that 
while Government aid has been lav- 
ished upon *rnilronds nnd ocoan-goinjr 
commerce, not one dollar, since tbe con- 
struction of the old Cumberland rond. 
lins boon expended 
by the 
United 


States to facilitate commerce between 
the farm nnd market. Tho more than 
'our hundred million dollars which 
have been given to river and harbor 
improvement went out of the Treasury 
on the theory that tho improvement of 
transportation facilities IB a matter,of 


itnl public- ' concern. 
The theory ts 


correct, nnd it curries with it the in- 
dorsement of Government aid in Iho 
mprovement of wagon roads, because 
flies* are the primary and therefore 
ho most important transportation lines 
n our system. While it is undeniable 
that the influence of public schools, the 
press, tbe pulpit, nnd other Institution? 
narks the progress of civilization, ypt 
nil these arc more or less dependent 
ipon the facilities of intercoiirsp bo- 
ween the people. Good roads through 
bo country would do much to relieve 
he congestion of population in great 
'Itien, nnd thus tbe social fabric would 
be strengthened, because rural- life is 
conducive to the highest moral stand- 
ards, whereas in crowded city tene- 
ments vice runs riot with its malign 
nfluence.—Collier's Weekly.
